Officers’ Reports 
Chair's Report (Tim) 


At the end of a busy first year, | submit this report towards assessment 
of the development of the Sexual Freedom Coalition, hoping that 
some of its lessons may be of interest to future campaigns and our 
success will encourage others. 


Public meetings have been held in rooms above pubs, including 
Central Station, The Hope and The Union Tavern, all in central 
London. Many working groups have met at a supporter’s flat, which 
has functioned as our office and base for storage, word processing, 
faxing, leaflets and banners, etc. We held our Annual Conference on 
31st May 1997 in the main bar of Central Station. 


Our broad, open Coalition style has successfully developed strong links 
with many organisations such as the Campaign Against Censorship, 
Spanner Campaign, Rude Food, the Firm, Chamelions, etc, and a 
number of nightclubs facing legal challenges. 


It all began after a wave of State repression which drove 

people to pack a meeting at Conway Hall, organised by Spanner, in 
March 1996. The manager of Club Whiplash had just been acquitted, 
the 10th Sex Maniacs Ball had been forced to cancel by police pressure 
on two venue managements, Olympia Press had been crushed and 
another two fetish clubs had been forced to close. It seemed that 

the open road of sexual freedom had met a serious road block, and 
the meeting decided to write letters of protest. Some agreed to 
organise a protest march to 10 Downing Street. Telephone numbers 
were exchanged for people to meet up. 


The Sexual Freedom Coalition was the name adopted at a planning 
meeting of ten of these people in the main bar of Central Station on 
9th April 96 — from protest letters to protest march. 


The mood became a movement, moving from Soho Square to 
Whitehall on 20th April, moving from the margins to the mainstream, 
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hitting the front page of The Observer next day, and making waves 
internationally. 


Significantly, the Coalition learned to walk before it learned to talk, 
but there was no shortage of that at our first open democratic 
meeting of supporters. Six issues of sexual oppression were reported, 
the Cerne Abbas Giant with a club was adopted as our symbol, and 
five working groups of volunteers were established:- 


i) a group which sought liaison with cops and customs, seeking 
clarification of ‘Sex and the Law’ since the acquittal of Club Whiplash. 


(il) a group to avenge the persecution of Club Whiplash by eventually 
distributing 7,500 leaflets explaining the extra bill of £250,000 of 
Council taxpayers’ money incurred by flagship Wandsworth 


(ili) a socials and fundraising group 
(iv) a direct action group 
(v) a newspaper group 


The second ‘Plenary” meeting discussed, amended and adopted our 
first publicity leaflet that established both our breadth and limits, 

but rejected the proposal for the election of a Committee. The 
resulting model-democracy, allowed easy access for many diverse 
orientations and creative ideas to combine uniquely, but | have to say, 
was quick to leave to a mere handful of people, the carrying of all the 
Coalition’s bags! Therefore my thanks to all supporters of the Sexual 
Freedom Coalition must go especially to the faithful nucleus who 
made it all possible. 


Over the year, six more working groups of volunteers were set up to 
accommodate new agreed projects, continuing to transform moods 
into movements and words into deeds. These were: Petition and Law 
Reform; Media; Secretariat; Prostitution Pride; Internet and an Open- 
ended Discussion group. All, bar the last, were successful. It was ironic 
that | was the only one to oppose the formation of such a group, 
having seen futile divisions created at the ‘Consent is No Crime’ 
Conference at the ICA. I'd seen more heat than light at our own first 
Aims discussion and more than enough of a past-life being hectored 
by sterile sectarians citing their particular paperback paradise and 
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denouncing infidels, yet | was the only person to attend the non- 
working Talking Group- Say no more. 


| will, however, say a bit more on the nature of our campaign. 


Our ten democratic meetings have been held in a forum, not platform 
style, open to all supporters (i.e. anyone), taking up proposals as they 
emerged from the floor, keeping our decisions provisional and 
establishing our rules, only as we found them necessary, organising as 
a cloud and seeking organisational focus, campaigning in the words 
of our leaflet “where we can on the issues that unite us.” 


Some butterflies hovered then flew away, others flew back, the 
attendance has always been unpredictable. Over the course of the 
year. several hundred people have cruised around our Plenary 
meetings: for some just a one night stand, for others the beginning of 
a committed relationship! Therefore the Coalition was not and cannot 
be a conspiracy, has no particular experts or guru-leaders and, like a 
cloud, has no fixed shape or direction except how the wind blows it, 
by substantial majority. 


The fierce wind of State sexual repression suddenly abated, and what 
seemed like the last years of Weimar became the first of the new 
Millennium. This allowed us some space & time to consider a 
campaign of sex law reform. Then, suddenly, last Autumn saw a 
hurricane of engineered pre-election moral panic. Many of our letters 
to press regarding the crack-downs made upon prostitutes were 
successful, and our work in that field exploded with new ideas and 
personalities. Thus we were able to launch ‘Prostitution Pride’ at a 
packed meeting at Conway Hall last January. Then just as suddenly, 
the wind blew in a gentle European direction. The Cerne Abbas Giant 
holding a club transformed into a butterfly, as we moved from the 
defensive into the offensive and our most ambitious project. 

The Sexual Freedom Parade united and focused our projects of the 
whole year. 


The Sexual Freedom Bill was drafted to amend, repeal or abolish 


Britain’s’ silly sex laws. It aims to end censorship of magazines, videos, 
cinemas and films, radio and telephone, letters and computers, sex 
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shops and erotic events, to end discrimination against gays and 
prostitutes, to allow consent as defence for S/Mers and to end the 
morality and blasphemy laws. The Sexual Freedom Bill, in sixteen 
clearly laid out pages, and its summary, will be sent to every MP, 
starting with the Home Secretary, as delivered by our Parade. 


So, this first year of the Sexual Freedom Coalition has been good. 
All our appeals have been met (for working groups, for fund-raising 
events, for an Apple Mac, for a site on the Internet, for money and 
blood) and our projects realised. In my opinion there is only one real 
asset that no bank balance or publishing can obscure, that is the 
goodwill, unity and practical loyalty of our supporters, and EVERY- 
THING depends on that! 


It is endemic to voluntary organisations that too much work is done 
by too few people, only lions can ever do the donkey work, but | hope 
that the new Secretariat and Steering Committee will help to spread 
the load more evenly. 


I'll finish my Annual Report in the high notes of a Trumpet Voluntary: 
In our first year the Sexual Freedom Coalition has been flexible, 
radical and realistic, open, democratic and centred, the FIRST 
pansexual, pan-political, pan-continental united front for the sexual 
emancipation of ALL consenting adults for repeal reform AND 
revolution; organised the first street sex carnival in Britain and the 
first Prostitution Pride event in the world, direct action in 
Wandsworth and Downing Street, ten working groups, four inspired 
benefit nights, a website, a newspaper, a picnic and a vast quantity of 
give-away leaflets and stickers. To all those who supported us, 

| convey the sweet music of success; to all those who didn’t, | convey 
my sincere condolences, and hope to see you soon. 


Thank you for re-electing me unopposed as Chair for another year!

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Treasurer's Report (Antony) 


The SFC began with a £100 donation from Countdown on Spanner. 
Letters to probable financial supporters produced £1,000 from Ralph 
Gold of Ann Summers, £500 from an anonymous supporter, and many 
many smaller donations. 


The initial money was used to produce leaflets on the Coalition, 
leaflets on the costing of Whiplash, photocopies and to pay postage 
cost of mailings and the pilot edition of Consenting Adults. The 
Mabon Love Fest and Stallions Night of Nostalgia both made 
approximately £1,000 which was used to produce publicity material 
and mail our supporters. The General Erection Party made £600 and 
this has helped to finance the publicity material for the Parade. 


Another source of income comes from subscriptions to Consenting 
Aduits and sales of advertisements, including personal ads. 


The cost of setting up a website on the Internet is being met by Rachel 
as a donation, for which we are extremely grateful. 


Supporters are not asked to pay a membership fee but to donate 
what they can, and the generosity is overwhelming. 


The SFC banks with NatWest at the Berkeley Square Branch with a 
“Clubs and Societies” account The current account has a balance of 
£1,228.25.

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Press Officer (/e/f) 


It should be stated that the media are generally unsupportive of 
sexual freedom campaigns, preferring to capture their readers with 
sneaky stories, and sell their wares with exposés and scandals. This is 
what we call “double pornography” — titillation with moral over- 
tones. The SFC realises we face an uphill battle to get sensible and 
deserved coverage of our bold activities. However, we have received 
some modest publicity. Our original Protest Walk made the front page 
of next day’s Observer: a photo with a banal caption, followed by 
thirty two articles and features in publications here and abroad. Our 
Wandsworth campaign never got beyond local press coverage,and our 
launch of Prostitution Pride on 19th January 97 was totally blanked by 
the Press. We have gained a few seconds of television news airtime 
and a number of our supporters have participated positively in TV 
discussion programmes. 


The SFC welcomes people who are prepared to stand up in front of a 
camera or appear on radio to express their views on different aspects 
of sexual freedom, as we rise to meet the increasing interest of the 
media. People always take a risk-that they will be misrepresented, but 
we are slowly building up:a list of guidelines to prevent this 
happening. Rona and Barry managed to get a sympathetic article 
about their happy swinging lifestyle in the Mai/, and other supporters 
were portrayed as cool S/Mers in Maxim magazine. 


Editor in Chief (7uppy) 


| have designed our leaflets, press releases,and this Annual Report, 
written articles and created the visual image for the Coalition. 

My biggest challenges were the newspaper, Consenting Adults, the 
design of the Petition and the production of the Sexual Freedom Bill. 
My most successful and popular publications were the pamphlet to 
launch Prostitution Pride, purple with a pink ostrich feather, providing 
definitions and history, and the pink hand-out to promote the Sexual 
Freedom Parade. 
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Working Group Reports 


Secretariat (Karen) 

The Secretariat has recently been set up to carry out the administra- 
tive duties of the SFC. Robert Duthie has kindly offered to be the 
Minutes Secretary, which was agreed at the Annual Conference. The 
main function of the Secretariat is to produce minutes and publicity 
materials and mail them out to interested parties, and to respond to 
all incoming mail. 


Prostitution and the Law Working Group (Helen 
Buckingham) 


Our group is comprised of prostitutes, clients, interested parties and 
campaigners. We tried to encourage a wide range of sex workers to 
come along to represent their own specialities but met a reluctance 
from many quarters, particularly dominatrices and massage 
parlour/sauna owners. However, the sex workers who did attend, 
‘discovered that, although we gave ourselves distinctly different titles, 
we all found we had much in common, in that our work, or ex-work, 
included sensual touch, fantasy enactment, cuddling and reassurance, 
therapy, surrogate work and teaching. The first time we reported 
back to the SFC plenary, we met such an overwhelming interest from 
the other supporters that we decided to hold a special meeting to 
discuss our work and problems, and answer questions. This we called 
Prostitution Pride and it was held in the small hall of Conway Hall on 
Sunday 19th January. There, it was agreed that we should form a 
contingent of the Sexual Freedom March and provide education on 
sex and sex work. 


The group agreed that all the laws surrounding prostitution should be 
abolished and worked on the wording for the Sexual Freedom Bill, 
with the help of specialist lawyer John Blandford. | have been a life 
long campaigner and founder of PLAN (Prostitution Laws are 
Nonsense), and am in touch with several MPs, in the hope of getting 
support. Tuppy and myself took news of Prostitution Pride to the 
International Conference on Prostitution in Los Angeles in March. 
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The group is slowly gaining respect from the other prostitute rights 
campaigns. Rachel and | have been on television and both Bella and 
Rachel are all making exceptionally good new spokespersons. Rachel 
was nominated Sex Worker of the Year in the Erotic Oscars and the 
piece she wrote about herself and her for the exhibition was 
published in Head. We're getting support from Health Clinics and 
individual prostitutes to come along and join Prostitution Pride. We 
clubbed together to have a professional banner made for the Parade. 


Benefit Events (Antony) 
Since its inception, SFC has held three benefit nights: 


The experimental Mabon Love Fest on the Autumn Equinox 
(Saturday 19th October) at the Coventry Gallery featured a grotto 
under a harvest moon, fruits and fabulous guests (supporters had 
been asked to bring their ten sexiest friends). 


The Stallions Night of Nostalgia night was held on Monday 30th 
December at Substation, Falconberg Court, Soho, the original venue 
(and night of the week) for London’s first fetish clubs which started in 
1982. Awards were presented to pioneers of the fetish scene. 


An SM themed “General Erection” Night was held on in association 
with Tribal Rhythms at H2O on the night of the General Election on 
Thursday 20th May. 

These were all very exciting, although the H2O event was under 
attended by SFC members, probably due to people staying in on 
election night, and finding it difficult to attend mid-week social 
events due to work commitments. We will thus endeavour to hold 
future events on weekends. 


We have a policy to price our tickets carefully and allow reductions 
for concessionary status and advance purchase. All our socials 
benefited greatly from Tuppy’s massive experience, not to mention 
her ubiquitous car-loads of furnishings, decorations and props. 


Our benefit events are not merely fundraisers, but intend to be 


“propaganda by deed’ — to provide an erotic ambience of enriching 
sexuality for our party-goers. We intend to provide an avant-garde 
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Fun at events can easily be spoiled 
— don’t be a party pooper!

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. edge to our socials, not wishing to duplicate current styles of male- 


dominated commercial voyeur/punter/ swing/SM/fetish/gay clubs 
already in existence. To this end, we aim to reach out to attract 
progressively minded people such as those from new-age/prostitutes/ 
tantric/anarchist/ ecological milieaux. Our leaflet for the Parade was 
extremely well received at Reclaim The Streets on April 12th, and it is 
hoped that we will eventually push our progressive sexual agenda 
into the hungry underground and mis-informed mainstream, to act as 
a force for social improvement. 


With a fresh image attracting new sexual adventurers, we aim to push 
concepts of erotic play and entertainment beyond the uncritical 
consumerism of the raincoat brigade patrons of the stagnant sex 
industry, beyond fetish fashion victims, and beyond the tired 
conventions of many swing clubs. 


Bella Lamu noted that the beauty of fetish events is that there was no 
coercion, everyone could just be themselves. Tuppy, knowing this to 
be an unrealised ideal, has introduced “Etiquette Guidelines” for our 
events. She is also starting a sceme to train stewards play an educa- 
tional and supportive role at clubs. She seeks more female volunteers. 
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Media Working Group (Roxy) 


The media working group has had a brainstorming session to improve 
press response to our projects, etc. The next meeting will plan to put 
these ideas into action following the Parade. | shall be handing out 
leaflets to people on the Parade on how to answer questions by the 
press. We ask that everyone collect media articles about us if they spot 
them and forward them to our PO Box. 


Website (/an) 


The group met to discuss the setting up of a SFC website which would 
include the Consenting Adults paper. It was hoped that, through this, 
e-mail links could be made with other like-minded groups both 
nationally and internationally. Rona suggested that the website 
include phone numbers for civil liberties problems. 


The workgroup have e-mailed several newsgroups regarding the SFC 
parade. Sara suggested that the website invite the public to inform us 
of items which they would like to see included in the website.

Newspaper (7uppy) 


The first edition of Consenting Adults was published in September 
1996. It was to be produced as part of the gay freebie Thud , and 
broadly based on their style. After unsatisfactory negotiations, Thud 
were still generous enough to lend us the use of their office and com- 
puter, and staff member Dick Jet, did all our desk top publishing. 


The newspaper was designed by Graham Bingham and we were 
inspired by Q Love to add the subtitle LOVE « LIFE * LIBERTY. The pilot 
edition was only twelve pages, which limited the scope, but featured 
recent busts, news on those people who have suffered busts and 
exposés in the recent past, news, forthcoming events, listings updates, 
reviews, guidelines, reports, support groups for people including 
those who have suffered child abuse. In future, we hope to include 
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fringe issues such as sex in prisons, sex and drugs, and criticism of the 
media overage of sex. The personal ads were popular going by the 
response. 


One of the biggest coups we had in the first issue, hopefully to be 
repeated, was to publish a mug shot of a journalist who has made his 
living “exposing” sex clubs, warning club owners and party givers not 
to let him gain entry in the future. 


Although | had an enthusiastic team around me, taking on a 
newspaper proved to be an enormous challenge, especially as | was 
in hospital for an operation just prior to publication. 


The final hurdle was finding a printer willing to handle the paper. 
Eventually | established a cash deal with an anonymous printer in 
Bristol who agreed to print 5,000 copies, with colour front, back and 
centre, on 7Ogsm white paper. Dick and | stayed up all night twice 
waiting for the finished product, and then drove the consignment 
back to London in time for SM Pride, where we gave away copies to 
a hungry crowd. . 
# 
The rest of the papers were distributed through distributors such 
as AK, fetish clubs, shops and other venues, with a few being sold by 
mail order (£20 annual subscription). 


The paper was so well received, we had several offers from 
publishers to take it on. The most attractive of these was the Pink 
Paper but sadly we were unable to strike a mutually agreeable deal 
with them. We now plan to self-publish the second edition. One of 
the people who have shown interest, John Payten of Scenario, is now 
arranging a telephone contact and dating service for the paper called 
CATS (Consenting Adults Telephone Service) on 0660 695959. 


Things are currently on hold due to other more pressing SFC issues, 
but the second edition of the newspaper will be produced soon. 


Enough advertising has been sold to finance part of it. 


Although | accepted the position of Editor in Chief, and can offer 
my talents gained from producing guidebooks such as Planet Sex 
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Handbook and The Organ, | would like to see the paper's pages 
handled by “editors” from the various groups SFC supports, i.e. 
prostitutes, strippers, bisexuals, S/Mers, swingers, naturists, disabled 
people, Internet enthusiasts, pro-drug campaigners, Tantric teachers, _ 
politicos, etc. Consenting Adults should, ideally, be produced by a 
team rather than just me, and | look forward to gathering a happy 
band together. 


We also need people around the country to send in local news and to 
help with the distribution. 


Petition and Law Reform Working Group (Robert) 


The Bill was drafted by Campaign Against Censorship Chair, lawyer 
Ted Goodman, with help from Helen Buckingham and prostitution 
specialist lawyer, John Blandford. Now we learn that BLAGG has 
produced a green paper to reform the Sexual Offences Act and we 
hope to liaise with them. Press on the Bill will be sought on 21st June, 


. and plans to see the Bill through to an Act will be made by approach- 


ing IVIPs. 


We currently have 656 signatures on the petition, but know that, in 
order to have impact, we need a million. Some (25) sheets are 
completed and the rest have only a few signatures. It’s notable how 
many supporters have signed but seem unable to find anyone else to 
sign their petition form. Signatures have been gained mainly from the 
Fetish Market, Submission, Torture Garden, and supporters sending 
them in by post, specifically from Outsiders and the Sex Maniac’s Ball. 
If you go to a club to get guests to sign, be sure to take a small torch 
and try to get them to complete their full addresses. The presentation 
to the Home Secretary on 21st June will only be the FIRST installment 
of signed petitions. 


We are encouraged that Ingrid and Co., of Amsterdam has printed 
and circulated 6,500 petitions to their hard-core customers in the UK, 
with a covering letter to encourage them to get them signed. 


The group needs more petition distributors and publishers who will | 
publish the petition in their magazines. °

monthly, to allow working groups to meet more regularly. 
ii) Anyone may join any working group. but must have first attended 
a Campaign meeting and have been vetted for their genuine interest 
and support for the SFC 
iii) Tim is the overall contact for working groups and individuals 


serving on them can be co-opted onto the Steering Committee, {which 
is comprised of the convenors of working groups and Officers). 
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SFC Aims and Rules 


Aims 


The Aims, as they appear in the front of this Report stem from an 
original brief statement of Aims, drafted by Tuppy. Various redrafts 
have been submitted by Ivor, David and Tim. Bella Lamu 

suggested that we also include education in the aims. The content 
thus agreed by Annual Conference. Tuppy proposed that the new 
wording be presented at the next full campaign meeting. 


SFC Rules 


The following is based on a proposal of the SFC rules, as outlined by 
Tim and carried unanimously by the Annual Conference. 


1) the SEXUAL FREEDOM COALITION expects all its supporters, 
through the good liaison with the Secretariat, to avoid taking actions 
that could be detrimental to our, confidentiality, Aims, Rules, 
reputation or good progress. ~ 


2) general meetings will be open and democratic through 
the Chair’s calling in rotation, all those indicating to speak by raising 
their hands, and by ruling against interruptions. 


3) documents submitted for our approval must be 
accompanied by a proposing speaker willing to answer questions. 


4) discussion of our Aims will be limited to our Annual 
Conferences. 


5) the Chair shall ask each general meeting whether Police or 
Miedia are present and if they will so indicate. 


6) our broad and diverse Coalition requires that we have no 
insulting words or behaviour and will exclude repeating offenders.
